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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art shows a 
grip device conprising a cylindrical liner and an over molding overlying a lengthwise segment 
of the liner (Lard '091, Erb '610). The prior art shows the liner at least two elongate slots (Lard 
'091). Additionally, the prior art shows a compression member (JP '136) associated with a grip 
member, to fasten the grip member to a main part. The prior art does not show the combination 
of a liner, an over mold overlying a segment of the liner, and a conpression member, where the 
compression member includes a clanp shroud with an arcuate bottom, the arcuate bottom having 
an elongate slot anda band clamp receiving the clamp shroud.
